PUBLIC  AND  SCHOOL  LAND  ADMINISTRATION 


Report  of  the  Director  of  Lands 
V.  A.  WOOD 

The  demand  for  land  continued  high  throughout  the  year 
under  review,  reflected  in  a  corresponding  increase  in  the  number  of 
land  dispositions:  notably  for  homesteads,  grazing  leases,  agricultural 
land  sales  and  mineral  surface  leases. 

Suitable  land  for  agricultural  development  is  becoming 
scarce.  Therefore  current  dispositions  must,  in  many  cases,  be  as¬ 
signed  in  terms  of  multiple  use  and  with  consideration  for  modern  land 
use  principles. 

Through  negotiation  under  The  Agricultural  Rehabilitation 
and  Development  Act,  22  areas  in  the  Province  have  been  reserved  to 
provide  additional  crown  grazing  reserves.  Eight  have  been  approved 
for  development.  Two  reserves,  Buck  Mountain  and  Bow  Island,  were 
partially  used  in  1963. 

Alberta  was  hostto  the  Western  Land  Director  s  conference 
in  June.  Delegates  from  four  provinces  who  attended  were  taken  on  a 
field  trip  through  the  Peace  river  region  of  Alberta. 

The  intensified  interest  in  public  lands  necessitated  mod¬ 
erate  staff  increases  plus  considerable  overtime  work  by  many  em¬ 
ployees. 


HOMESTEAD  LEASES  AND  HOMESTEAD  SALES 

New  legislation,  requiring  the  holder  of  a  homestead  sale 
to  become  primarily  occupied  as  a  farmer,  succeeded  in  reducing  land 
speculation  among  homestead  applicants. 

Homestead  lease  applications  totaled  more  than  1,500; 
homestead  sale  applications  decreased  to  less  than  1,000. 

One  newly  surveyed  township  south  of  Valleyview  and  two 
townships  south  of  Fort  Vermilion  were  opened  for  settlement.  On 
each  occasion,  all  available  homestead  land  was  taken  up  on  the  day 
the  land  was  made  available. 

A  revised  schedule  of  land  values  was  adopted  in  June, 
bringing  the  prices  for  public  land  more  in  line  with  current  deeded 
land  values . 


Legislation  to  abolish  the  granting  of  homestead  leases 
and  to  provide  for  the  introduction  of  a  residence  clause  in  connection 
with  homestead  sales  was  presented  to  the  1964  session  of  the  Legis¬ 
lature  . 

SALES  AND  CULTIVATION  LEASES 

The  administration  and  control  of  a  total  of  68  parcels  of 
land,  and  80  lots  were  transferred  to  other  government  agencies.

PUBLIC  LANDS  ADMINISTRATION 
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A  total  of  216  parcels  of  land  were  offered  for  sale  by 
public  auction,  of  which  207  were  sold.  The  highest  price  received 
was  $150.00  per  acre,  for  a  parcel  in  the  Lethbridge  area .  Theaver- 
age  price  received  per  acre  was  $20.48. 

A  total  of  934  applications  for  agricultural  farm  sales 
were  received,  and  of  these  702  -\yere  acceptable. 

Cultivation  permits  issued  during  the  fiscal  year  totaled 
101,  mainly  on  a  cash  rental  basis,  covering  both  cultivation  and  grazing 
privilege  s .

The  total  monies  paid  out  by  the  department  on  account 
of  taxes,  under  the  Crown  Cultivation  Leases  Act,  was  $99,584.07, 
while  the  total  assessed  value  of  land  under  cultivation  leases,  exclusive 
of  clearing  project  areas,  amounted  to  $1,543,270.00.  Amounts  are 
lower  than  for  the  last  fiscal  year  because  a  number  of  leases  were  not 
sold  by  auction;  or  because  of  a  conversion  from  cultivation  lease  to 
agricultural  farm  sale  or  homestead  sale. 


SPECIAL  LAND  USE 

The  applications  for  surface  leases,  such  as  mineral 
surface  leases ,  pipeline  agreements  and  licences  of  occupation  continued 
at  a  high  level  particularly  during  the  period  following  June  1st,  1963. 
There  was  unusual  activity  in  connection  with  sand  and  gravel  lease 
applications,  particularly  in  the  northwest  portion  of  the  Province  where 
considerable  quantities  of  gravel  were  required  for  the  construction  of 
the  Grim shaw- Slave  Lake  Railway. 


Additional  reports  were  received  on  behalf  of  the  lake 
inventory  program  and  following  inspections  the  major  lakes  will  be 
covered  by  reports. 

No  new  subdivisions  were  opened  during  the  year,  but 
numerous  lots  in  existing  subdivisions  which  became  available  through 
cancellation  were  readvertised. 


Miscellaneous  permits  issued  between  April  1st,  1963  and  March  31st, 
numbered  1,021. 

Sand  and  gravel  permits  is  sued  between  April  1st,  1963  and  March  3  1st, 
1964,  numbered  87. 

GRAZING 

The  chief  grazing  appraiser  reports  continued  high  demand 
by  stock  raisers  for  public  grazing  lands .  Prairie  grasslands  are  fully 
utilized  and  only  wooded  lands  are  available.

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Appraisal  was  conducted  on  two  blocks  of  land  in  Acadia 
Valley  and  Milo-Lomond  districts  to  assess  grazing  capacity. 

Effects  of  recent  drought  on  range  conditions  are  evident 
and  the  suitable  supply  of  livestock  water  has  become  a  pressing  problem 
in  some  grazing  regions.  Cattle  herds  were  consequently  reduced  in  a 
few  cases  and  rental  rebates  were'  offered  to  encourage  range  conse¬ 
quently  reduced  in  a  few  cases  and  rental  rebates  were  offered  to 
encourage  range  conservation  during  this  critical  period.  Invasion  of 
noxious  weeds  has  not  noticeably  increased. 

Short  periods  of  training  on  evaluation  of  grazing  lands 
were  provided  to  forestry  field  staff  and  municipal  inspectors. 

In  I960  the  Province  was  divided  into  three  districts. 
Central  and  North,  and  the  percentage  of  the  forage  value  payable  as 
rental  and  taxes  has  been  established  as  follows: 

20%  for  the  South  "A"  District, 

16  2/3%  for  the  Central  "B"  District, 

12  1/2%  for  the  North  "C"  District. 

The  average  price  of  beef  for  the  latter  six  month  period 
of  1963  was  20.77$  per  pound,  as  compared  to  23. 14$  per  pound  for 
the  same  period  in  1962. 

Applying  the  e stablished  formula,  the  following  combined 
rental  and  tax  charges  for  zones  of  different  carrying  capacity  in  each 
district  were  calculated  for  1964:

Two  grazing  regions,  the  Vauxhall  pasture  and  reserve  area 
and  the  Wainwright  district  property  of  the  Department  of  National  Defense, 
involve  unique  administration  arrangements  for  the  provision  of  community 
grazing.  Vauxhall  and  Hays  grazing  associations  participate .  in  the  use  of 
100,000  acres  in  the  former  region  and  Buffalo  Parkand  South  Park  associ¬ 
ations  obtained  grazing  privileges  totaling  14,542  cow  months  in  the  latter. 


PUBLIC  LANDS  ADMINISTRATION 
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FIELD  INSPECTION 

During  the  fiscal  year  under  review,  Mr.  A.D.  Paul,  land 
use  specialist,  retired.  The  duties  of  this  position  were  revised  and 
brought  under  the  supervision  of  a  public  lands  appraising  co -ordinator  . 

Field  inspection  work  was  carried  out  by  16  fulltime  land 
appraisers  and  3  part  time  land  appraisers.  Good  weather  permitted 
inspections  to  keep  pace  with  current  requirements .

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FORESTRY 

R.  G. STEELE 

The  1963-64  fiscal  year  was  very  successful  inall  phases 
of  operation  of  the  Alberta  Forest  Service. 

Action  was  taken  on  554  fires,  a  total  well  in  excess  of  the 
previous  ten  year  average  of  339  fires  per  year.  The  weather  pattern 
of  well  timed  and  distributed  showers  assisted  in  holding  burned  acreage 
of  17, 609  acres,  well  below  the  long  term  average.  An  accompanying 
table  comparesfire  causes  by  percentages  since  1952.  It  is  significant 
that  the  number  of  fires  caused  by  lightning  has  increased  from  3.  1 
percent  in  1952  to  a  new  high  of  47.5  percent  during  the  past  year. 
This  trend  has  resulted  from  the  increased  detection  provided  by  an 
expanded  lookout  and  aerial  detection  system  in  major  lightning  zones 
in  the  northern  portion  of  the  Province. 

Weather  during  the  construction  season  was  favourable 
and  permitted  the  completion  of  109  miles  of  new  road  grade,  twelve 
new  airstrips  and  117  new  building  structures  of  various  types. 

The  purchase  of  a  new  Bell  47J2  helicopter  brought  the 
total  of  Government  owned  aircraft  to  three  helicopter s  and  two  fixed- 
wing  aircraft.  Negotiations  were  also  completed  for  the  purchase  of  a 
two-engine  Dornier  aircraft  with  delivery  expected  early  in  the  coming 
year.  Seasonal  lease  of  four  helicopters,  four  Beaver  aircraft,  four 
mud-bomber  s  and  a  bird-dog  aircraft  inaddition  to  short  term  charter 
of  34  additional  aircraft  allowed  for  prompt  action  on  a  total  of  258 
fire  s . 


The  communication  system,  now  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  Alberta  Government  Telephones,  is  being  constantly  improved  and 
it  is  expected  that  VHF  communication  will  be  extended  to  all  forestry 
installations  within  three  years. 

There  was  a  substantial  increase  in  forest  production 
during  the  year  because  of  favourable  market  conditions.  Most  of  the 
increase  can  be  attributed  to  lumber  and  pulpwood,  although  the  per¬ 
centage  increase  in  plywood  production  was  also  considerable.  The 
scheduled  rate  of  dues  was  increased  to  $5.50  per  thousand  f.b.m.  in 
February  of  1964,  the  highest  rate  since  early  in  1961. 

The  system  of  calculating  timber  dues  on  standing  tree 
scale  appears  to  be  successful  but  requires  further  study. 

The  reforestation  program  was  satisfactory  with  a  notice¬ 
able  increase  in  the  planting  of  seedlings  and  a  decrease  in  the  area  of 
scarification . 


A  total  of  149  timber  licences  and  permits  were  offered 
for  sale  of  which  127  were  disposed  of  supporting  an  equivalent  timber 
volume  in  excess  of  600  million  f.b.m. 

Of  interest  also  was  the  finalization  of  a  twenty-one  year 
renewable  lease  of  1,100  square  miles  of  forest  land  in  the  Grande 
Prairie  forest.  The  lease  contains  management  requirements  similar 
to  a  pulp  lease  and  involves  an  integrated  operation  of  high  utilization. 
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Relations  between  forest  industry  and  the  forest  service 
continued  at  an  excellent  level  during  the  year  and  were  further  im¬ 
proved  by  the  establishment  of  a  Forestry  Liaison  Committee  appointed 
by  the  Alberta  Forest  Products  Association.  This  committee  held 
meetings  with  officials  of  the  forest  service  to  discuss  programs  and 
policies . 


Other  uses  of  forest  land  continued  to  increase  and 
demanded  more  supervision  from  forestry  staff.  The  oil  and  gas 
industry  continued  their  activities  t  h  r  o  u  g  h  o  u  t  the  Province  but 
concentrated  in  the  Whitecourt  and  Slave  Lake  forests.  The  discovery 
of  a  new  producing  field  at  the  east  end  of  Lesser  Slave  Lake  resulted 
in  an  accelerated  and  urgent  demand  for  licences  and  permits. 

Use  of  forest  land  for  grazing  is  also  increasing  and 
required  close  co-operation  with  the  Lands  division. 

Forest  inventories  and  management  planning  are  progres¬ 
sing  favourably  and  the  demand  for  mapping  services  by  the  Forest 
Surveys  and  Planning  branch  is  still  heavy.  During  the  year  the 
responsibility  for  supervision  of  geophysical  activity  in  the  green  area 
was  transferred  from  the  Technical  division  to  the  Alberta  Forest 
Service.  This  work  is  being  supervised  by  the  Forest  Surveys  and 
Planning  branch,  which  has  also  acquired  the  responsibility  of 
recreational  planning  of  forest  recreation  areas. 

Plans  matured  in  March,  1964  for  the  reorganization  of 
forestry  training  services.  Progress  of  the  Junior  Forest  Warden 
program  and  a  planned  two  year  forest  technology  course  add  materially 
to  current  service  training  schedules,  nece ssitating  branch  supervisory 
authority,  increased  training  staff  and  more  student  accommodation. 
Experimental  training  periods  for  Indian  fire  fighters  have  proved 
satisfactory;  expanded  training  of  Indian  and  Metis  residents  for  this 
work  is  therefore  indicated. 

There  were  eight  minimum  security  crews  averaging 
twenty  men  each  employed  on  forestry  work  during  the  favourable 
seasons.  With  their  assistance,  considerable  work  was  accomplished 
on  various  silvicultural,  management,  road  construction,  recreational 
and  protection  projects. 

FOREST  PROTECTION  BRANCH 


WEATHER 


Snowfall  commenced  early  in  the  fall  of  1962  and  was 
generally  heavy  during  the  winter .  Spring  was  late  with  snow  still  lying 
in  high  areasin  the  latter  part  of  April.  The  hazard  rose  considerably 
during  May  and  June,  but  intermittent,  showers  inmost  areas  afforded 
some  relief.  The  period  of  highest  hazard  occurred  between  June  15 
and  August  15.  Although  the  fire  rating  reached  extreme  on  many 
occasions,  accompanied  by  severe  lightning  storms,  periodic  relief 
was  obtained  by  generally  well  distributed  showers.  The  latter  part  of 
the  summer  and  fall  was  normal  with  warm,  dry  periods  broken  by 
good  rains  which  prevented  extreme  fire  conditions.  Light  snow  was 
general  in  the  early  part  of  November,  particularly  in  the  foothills  and 
timbered  areas. 
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FIRE  SUPPRESSION 

Suppressive  action  was  taken  on  554  fires.  A  total  of 
17,  609  acres  were  burned  over ,  consisting  of  14,554  acres  of  forested 
land,  1,965  acres  of  non-forested  land,  and  1,090  acres  of  private 
land. 

FIRE  CAUSES 

Principal  causes  are  detailed  in  the  accompanying  tables  . 
FIRE  DETECTION 

Expansion  of  the  fire  detection  system  continued,  bringing 
the  total  of  towers  and  lookouts  to  126.  A  total  of  39,540  miles  were 
flown  by  aircraft  on  fire  patrol. 

The  fires  reported  by  different  agencies  are  shown  on  the 
accompanying  tables. 

A  total  of  22  prosecutions  were  cited  and  22  convictions 
obtained  for  fire  infractions  under  Part  II  of  The  Forests  Act,  1961. 

AIRCRAFT 


An  increase  was  allowed  in  the  aerial  section  of  fire 
control  which  resulted  in  the  purchase  of  one  47  J2  helicopter ,  one  more 
Beaver  lease,  and  an  increase  of  one  Stearman  fire  bomber.

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FOREST  SURVEYS  BRANCH 

Branch  services  include  detailed  forest  management 
plans,  revision  of  the  general  forest  inventory,  preparation  of  new 
forest  cover  and  access  map  series,  office  and  field  work  relative  to 
special  projects,  forest  protection  planning,  land  use  classification  and 
the  providing  of  numerous  drafting  and  photogrammetric  services  to 
other  branches  and  organizations. 

Following  is  a  summary  of  the  more  important  work 
accomplished:

FOREST  MANAGEMENT  BRANCH 

(a)  Woods  inspection  reports  submitted  from  Forest  offices  - 
2,  199.  Resulting  from  these  inspections  and  before  satisfactory  woods 
operations  could  be  reported,  it  was  necessary  to  suspend  10  licences 
to  cut  timber  and  impose  8  penalties  for  various  causes. 

(b)  Annual  operating  plans  submitted  and  approved  totalled 
105,  an  increase  of  12  over  the  previous  year. 

(c)  Tree  Scaling 

Timber  licences  on  tree  scale  totalled  50.  Of  these  25 

were  active.

footboard  measure  are  reviewed  on  August  1st  and  February  1st  each 
year.  These  are  based  on  the  weighted  average  mill  net  price.  The 
schedule  rate  is  determined  from  a  price  survey  conducted  by  the 
Alberta  Forest  Products  Association  and  the  Audit  staff .  Thefollowing 
table  shows  the  trend  over  the  past  10  years:

The  remainder  are  either 
undergoing  development  or  contain  insufficient  merchantable  timber 
to  warrant  planning  at  this  time.  During  the  year  procedures  were 
being  established  in  co-operation  with  the  field  staff  in  planning  cruise 
and  cutting  programs  inkeeping  with  the  principles  of  sustained  yield.

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Several  new  fields  were  discovered  in  the  Whitecourt  and 
Slave  Lake  Forests.  A  major  pipeline  also  was  constructed  through 
the  Slave  Lake  Forest  from  Red  Earth  to  Snipe  Lake.  Numerous  Sand 
and  Gravel  Licences  were  issued  in  conjunction  with  the  petroleum 
activity . 


TIMBER  SALES  AND  ACCOUNTING  SECTION 

A  good  export  market  for  lumber  existed  throughout  1963 
and  the  price  remained  stable. 

The  winter  of  1963-64  saw  temperaturesaveraging  above 
normal  with  light  snowfall.  An  increase  of  21. 7%  over  1962-63  is  shown 
in  lumber  production.  Production  of  poplar  plywood  logs  increased  by 
50. 7£,  coniferous  plywood  logs  by  36.1%  while  pulpwood  was  up  5.9%. 
The  value  of  timber  products  manufactured  increased  accordingly  from 
$25,599,494.00  to  $30,584,272.00. 

One  hundred  and  five  licences  were  offered  for  sale  of 
which  eighty-three  were  sold  supporting  an  estimated  volume  of 
467,652,000  feet boardmeasure  and  3,267,000  linealfeet  of  coniferous 
timber  together  with  124,619,  150  feet  board  measure  of  deciduous 
timber . 

Forty-four  special  timber  permits  were  grants  covering 
an  estimated  volume  of  5,997,612  feet  board  measure  and  1,216,000 
lineal  feet  of  coniferous  timber  and  166,000  feet  board  measure  of 
deciduous  timber. 

The  issuance  of  miscellaneous  timber  permits  increased 
by  28. 1%  over  1962-63. 

Comparative  tables  on  the  following  pages  show  in  sum¬ 
mary  from  the  timber  operations  on  public  lands  during  the  past  ten 
year  period.

Minor  adjustments  to  staff  reorganization  accomplished 
last  year  increased  efficiency  at  all  administrative  levels.  These 
include  subdivision  and  section  budgeting,  and  the  planning  and  control 
of  expenditures  for  subdivision  projects  and  enforcement. 

HUNTER  TRAINING  PROGRAM: 

In  August  the  selection  of  a  Hunter  Training  officer  was 
followed  by  the  production  of  a  training  manual  and  the  development  of 
procedures  for  an  education  program. 

The  course  embodies  animal  and  habitat  recognition,  gun 
safety,  first  aid,  survival  and  tips  to  increase  hunting  success. 

Funds  required  for  the  program  are  obtained  through  the 
Wildlife  Damage  Fund. 

ENFORCEMENT: 


The  unlawful  practise  of  hunting  at  night  and  with  lights 
has  increased  in  proportion  to  increased  deer  hunting  opportunities 
provided  under  current  regulations.  However,  as  following  tables 
indicate,  the  overall  number  of  investigations,  prosecutions  and 
convictions  is  reduced  from  the  previous  year.

FISH 

Sport  Fisheries 

Angling  success  on  east  slope  trout  streams  remained  at 
a  satisfactory  level  with  the  exception  of  the  period  from  late  June  to 
mid-July  when  very  heavy  rains  caused  extensive  flooding  on  most 
streams  from  the  Bow  River  drainage  southward.  The  floods  created 
high  turbidity  and  caused  damage  to  stream  habitat  through  bank  erosion 
and  stream  bed  scouring. 

Some  losses  of  hatchery  trout  were  sustained  when  stocked 
beaver  ponds  were  destroyed  by  high  water. 

Trout  fishing  in  pothole  type  lakes  and  small  reservoirs 
in  the  southwestern  parts  of  the  province  was  very  good;  lakes  in  the 
north  and  central  areas  were  less  productive  during  the  restocking 
period  necessitated  by  the  1961  -  62  winterkill. 
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Excellent  fishing  success  on  walleye  was  reported  in  a 
number  of  northern  lakes.  Notable  among  these  were:  Elinor,  Iron- 
wood,  Wolf  and  Fawcett  lakes. 

The  sale  of  angling  licences  increased  5.8  percent  over 
the  preceding  fiscal  year.  Annual  licence  sales  for  past  years  are 
illustrated  in  Figure  I. 

The  Alberta  Biological  Station  at  Gorge  Creek  completed 
its  14th  year  of  operation.  Fisheries  research  consisted  of  the  second 
of  a  series  of  experiments  designed  to  determine  the  effect  of  stocking 
density  on  hatchery  trout  mortality.  As  an  extension  of  this  basic 
research,  investigations  on  recovery  by  anglers  of  stream-stocked 
trout  were  continued  at  Jumping  Pound  creek. 

Continued  evaluation  of  lake  management  practices  was 
carried  out  through  fisheries  checking  stations  at  Beauvais  lake,  Sibbald 
lake  and  Mirror  reservoir. 

Biological  Surveys  and  Management  Projects: 

The  removal  of  undesirable  species  of  fish  with  rotenone 
was  undertaken  at  Fairfax  lake  in  the  Edson  district,  at  Open  creek 
beaver  dams  in  the  Ponoka  district,  and  at  the  Medley  river  in  the 
Cold  lake  district.  This  reclamation  work  was  followed  by  introductions 
of  rainbow  trout  in  Fairfax  lake;  brown  trout  in  Open  creek,  and  Arctic 
grayling  and  rainbow  trout  in  the  Medley  river.

Fish  Culture  and  Stocking: 

The  Calgary  hatchery  and  the  Raven  rearing  station  pro¬ 
duced  2,401,244  trout,  grayling  and  kokanee  for  stocking  purposes. 
The  species  composition  of  this  production  is  shown  in  Figure  2.  Of 
the  above  amount,  the  Raven  Rearing  station  contributed  370,925  trout 
and  54,000  Arctic  grayling  as  yearling  fish. 

The  majority  of  trout  and  grayling  plantings  were  again 
made  in  lakes  and  reservoirs  throughout  the  settled  areas.  Table  I 
indicates  the  numbers  of  hatchery  trout  stocked  in  three  categories  of 
water  in  the  province  during  the  past  six  years.

In  addition  to  the  hatchery  and  rearing  pond  production 
3,653,000  walleye  eggs ,  550  adult  pike  and  60,750  perch  were  introduced 
into  selected  lakes. 
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Game  Fish  Farms: 

Ten  inspections  were  carried  out  in  connection  with  game 
fish  farm,  licence  applications .  The  number  of  game  fishfarms  licensed 
during  year  is  included  in  the  table  of  fishery  licences. 


COMMERCIAL  FISHERIES 

Commercial  fish  production  during  the  year  declined 
slightly  from  the  previous  year.  This  was  primarily  due  to  continued 
low  production  of  whitefish  in  Lesser  Slave  lake.  Landings  of  northern 
pike  were  comparable  to  those  in  1962  while  tullibee  and  walleye  landings 
increased  somewhat  over  the  1962  figure. 

A  record  of  commercial  fish  production  in  the  province 
from  1943  to  1963  is  presented  in  Figure  3. 

Landings  of  lake  whitefish  for  the  same  period  are  pre¬ 
sented  in  Figure  4. 

Landings  of  walleye  for  the  period  1933  to  1963  are  shown

In  1963,  a  reorganization  of  the  wildlife  biological  staff 
and  regions  of  responsibility  resulted  in  the  establishment  of  four 
biological  districts  in  the  province.  Anew  system  of  wildlife  man¬ 
agement  areas  is  used  as  a  basis  for  defining  the  four  biological  districts 
and  the  re sponsibilities  of  the  district  wildlife  biologist.  The  districts 
are  illustrated  in  Figure  1. 


BIRD  GAME 

Native  upland  game  bird  populations  in  Central  and  North¬ 
ern  Alberta  were  smaller  in  the  spring  of  1963  thanat  comparable  times 
in  1961  and  1962.  Favorable  weather  conditions  during  early  spring 
and  summer  re  suited  in  large  sharptailed  and  ruffed  grouse  broods  but 
field  data  show  that  ne  sting  success  was  small.  A  light  harvest  resulted. 

In  southern  regions,  a  warm  dry  April  allowed  pheasants 
to  initiate  nesting  early  in  1963.  However,  late  June  rains  reduced 
average  brood  sizes.

Waterfowl  habitat  conditions  in  Central  and  Northern 
Alberta  were  improved  by  heavy  snowfall  in  the  1962-63  winter. 
Improved  habitat  created  a  corresponding  increase  in  breeding  pairs 
of  ducks  in  these  regions. 

Non-irrigated  Southern  Alberta  habitat  continued  to 
deteriorate  following  continuing  drought  and  production  was  conse¬ 
quently  low.  Irrigated  areas  continued  to  support  high  density  breeding 
populations . 


For  all  districts,  breeding  ducks  increased  14  percent 
over  1962,  butremained  approximately  23  percent  belowthe  long-time 
average . 


In  addition  to  three  major  hunting  zones,  a  goose  manage¬ 
ment  area  was  established  in  1963  to  control  the  harvestof  white  geese 
on  a  major  fall  staging  area  for  Lesser  Snow  and  Ross'  Geese. 

Hunter  checking  stations  established  at  time  of  anticipated 
heavy  hunting  pressures  produced  statistics  on  early  season  success 
and  harvest.

Bird  game  harvest,  species,  sex  and  age  data  gathered 
at  Hunter  Checking  Stations  were  supplemented,  in  1963  by  information 
collected  through  a  Hunter  Questionnaire.  The  data  in  Table  IV  showing 
the  percentage  of  provincial  kill  of  each  species  shot  per  biological 
district  give  some  indication  of  game  bird  abundance.  Interpretation 
should  take  into  account  that  native  grouse  in  central  and  northern 
regions  are  presently  experiencing  the  "trough"  stage  of  their  ten 
year  cycle  of  abundance .

The  Provincial  Game  Farm  at  Brooks  again  raised  ring  - 
neck  pheasants  for  distribution  in  fringe  areas  in  the  province.  Adult 
hens  and  cocks  were  released  in  early  summer  after  these  birds  had 
produced  a  quota  of  fertile  eggs.  The  larger  release  was  made  in  fall 
when  farm -reared  juveniles  were  stocked  at  pre-selected  sites.  The 
stocking  programme  is  summarized  in  Tables  V  and  VI.

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BIG  GAME 

Wild  ungulate  population  management  involves  annual 
estimates  of  winter  and  summer  herd  sizes  and  densities,  measurement 
of  annual  productivity  and  increment,  and  assessment  of  each  season's 
harvest. 


Winter  herd  assessment  is  achieved  by  aerial  surveys  at 
periods  when  snow  cover  and  visibility  are  satisfactory.  Antelope 
population  conditions  are  determined  from  aerial  surveys  during  July 
and  early  August.  Regional  enumeration  by  aircraft  is  illustrated  in 
Figure  2. 

Hunter  checking  stations  are  operated  at  choice  times 
during  the  open  season  and  both  hunter  and  animal  data  are  gathered. 
The  1963  Big  and  Bird  Game  checking  station  locations  are  shown  in 
Figure  3. 


Hunter  checking  station  data  in  1963  were  supplemented 
by  three  province -wide  "hunter  questionnaires"  sent  to  a  sample  of 
resident  big  game  hunters.  Harvest  estimates  by  species  for  the  four 
biological  districts  is  presentedin  Tables  VII,  VIII and IX  and  Figure  4.

Attendance  total  for  1963  includes  park  registration  for 
56,  142  tents  and  33,  168  trailers. 

Maintenance  and  construction  programs  during  the  year 
under  review  dealt  solely  with  expansion  and  improvement  to  established 
park  sites.  Additional  areas  in  several  parks  were  brought  into  use  to 
accommodate  the  increased  patronage. 

One  new  Provincial  Park  Historical  Site ,  "McLeod  Fort", 
was  established  and  negotiations  were  undertaken  to  acquire  land  mark¬ 
ing  several  new  historical  sites.  Nineteen  are  already  established. 

Facilities  and  staff  were  increased  at  the  Provincial 
Park's  workshop.  A  fulltime  stockkeeper  was  employed  and  the  Branch 
is  now  able  to  maintain  a  stock  of  most  basic  items  required  for  com¬ 
petent  park  operation.

The  Cypress  Hills  sawmill  was  completely  rebuilt  follow¬ 
ing  damage  by  fire .  The  Department  of  Public  Works  built  one  concrete 
block  washhouse  at  Cypress  Hills  Provincial  Park. 

Other  improvements  included  the  addition  of  hot  and  cold 
running  water  to  facilities  at  Crimson  Lake  and  Vermilion  Provincial 
parks.  Contracted  well  drilling  services  provided  improved  water 
supplies  at  costs  substantially  lower  than  in  past  years.  Lifeguards 
were  employedat  most  of  the  park  lakes  and  additional  lifeguards  were 
provided  by  service  organizations,  with  the  assistance  of  Government 
grants.  Extensions  to  electrical  services  and  improved  lighting  were 
provided  and  water  supply  systems  improved.  A  water  stabilization 
dam  at  Moonshine  Lake  park  was  constructed  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Provincial  Water  Resources  Branch.  A  life  size  replica  of  a  dino¬ 
saur  was  manufactured  and  placed  in  the  Dinosaur  park. 

Mobile  equipment  was  purchased  as  required  to  take  care 
of  increased  maintenance  demands .  A  featured  unit  was  a  firefighting 
truck  complete  with  all  necessary  equipment.

Report  of  the  Director  of  the  Technical  Division 
T.  A.  DRINK  WATER 


The  number  of  notifications  issued  and  the  area  of  land 
patented  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  March  31st,  1964,  decreased 
considerably  from  the  previous  year.  Land  sales,  however,  showed  a 
significant  increase  over  the  previous  year. 

The  chart  on  the  following  page,  showing  acreage  patented 
year  by  year,  shows  a  smaller  total  area  than  the  previous  year.  It 
has  been  the  practice,  since  1959,  to  include  lands  patented  by  Notifi¬ 
cation  to  the  Minister  of  Lands  and  Forests.  These  lands  do  not  pass 
from  the  control  of  this  Department  and  it  is,  therefore,  felt  that  the 
notifications  to  the  Minister  of  Lands  and  Forests  should  not  be  included 
as  acreage  patented.  For  this  annual  report,  the  areas  patented  since 
1959  to  the  Minister  of  Lands  and  Forests  have  been  reduced  on  the 
chart  accordingly.

LAND  SETTLEMENT  SURVEYS 

The  unsurveyed  portions  of  Townships  109  and  110,  Range 
19,  West  of  the  5th  Meridian  and  all  of  Townships  67  and  68,  Range  23, 
West  of  the  5th  Meridian,  were  surveyed  during  the  fiscal  year  to  pro¬ 
vide  additional  lands  for  settlement  in  northern  Alberta.  Control  sur¬ 
veys  were  also  run  from  the  northboundary  of  Township  112  on  the  29th 
baseline  south  to  connect  with  the  township  survey  in  Township  110, 
Range  19,  West  of  the  5th  Meridian. 

The  unsurveyed  portions  of  Township  51,  Ranges  4  and  5, 
West  of  the  5th  Meridian,  comprising  the  former  bed  of  Low  Water 
Lake,  were  also  surveyed. 

Re  surveys  were  conducted  in  Township  70,  Range  7,  West 
6th  Meridianand  Township  82,  Range  7,  West  6th  Meridian,  at  the  re¬ 
quest  of  the  Director  of  Surveys. 

A  survey  was  made  of  Sections  35  and  36,  Township  88, 
Range  23,  West  5th  Meridian,  in  order  that  a  homestead  lessee  would 
be  in  the  position  to  obtain  title  to  the  lands  covered  by  the  homestead 
lease . 

MISCELLANEOUS  SURVEYS 

Historical  Site  Dunbow  Indian  School  -  The  area  of  the  former  St. 
Josephs  Indian  School  in  Township  21,  Range  28,  West  4th  Meridian, 
was  surveyed  to  preserve  this  area  as  a  provincial  historical  site. 

Anglican  Church  Site  -  Cypress  Hills  Park  -  A  survey  of  the  miscel¬ 
laneous  lease  area  held  by  the  Anglican  Church  in  Cypress  Hills  Pro¬ 
vincial  Park  was  made  in  order  to  provide  a  legal  description  for  the 
lease. 

High  Level  -  A  subdivision  was  made  at  High  Level  as  an  addition  to 
the  existing  subdivision  to  take  care  of  the  increased  demand  for  lots 
in  this  area.  A  contour  plan  was  prepared  of  the  High  Level  Townsite 
on  the  department's  photogrammetric  plotters  and  level  information 
was  obtained  by  the  department' s  surveyors  for  control  on  this  project. 
Approximately  125  lots  were  made  available  by  this  survey. 

Marie  Lake  -  A  summer  cottage  subdivision  was  provided  in  Sections 
16  and  21,  Township  65,  Range  2,  West  4thMeridian,  adjacent  to  Marie 
Lake.  56  lots  were  provided. 

Calling  Lake  -  Due  to  the  demand  for  summer  cottage  sites  adjacent 
to  Calling  Lake,  a  further  extensive  subdivision  was  made  in  Township 
71,  Range  21,  West  4th  Meridian  to  accommodate  this  increased  de¬ 
mand.  127  lots  were  provided. 

Miscellaneous  surveys  were  also  performed  for  the  pur¬ 
poses  of  the  Department  at  Star  Lake,  Township  52,  Range  2,  West  5th 
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Meridian;  in  Township  59,  Range  21,  West  5th  Meridianand  inCrimson 
Lake  Park  Township  40,  Range  8,  West  5th  Meridian,  to  define  property- 
boundaries  or  provide  miscellaneous  lease  sites  for  the  storage  of  oil- 
well  equipment,  etc. 

RESTORATION  SURVEYS 

There  were  no  restoration  surveys  carried  out  during  the 
fiscal  year.  Personnel  usually  engaged  on  restoration  surveys  worked 
with  the  surveyor  on  the  survey  of  lot  subdivisions  and  other  miscella¬ 
neous  surveys. 

PLANS  OF  SURVEY 

A  substantial  increase  in  the  number  of  plans  submitted 
for  checking,  processing  and  filing  in  the  Technical  Division  reflects 
the  Increased  industrial  development  in  the  Province.  A  total  of  1,626 
plans  were  submitted  as  follows: 

279  -  Pipe  Line  survey  plans  were  checked. 

649  -  Survey  plans  covering  wellsites,  battery  sites, 
access  roadways  and  flow  line  rights-of-way  were 
received  and  filed. 

207  -  Plans  covering  power  line  rights -of -way  were  filed 

5  -  Plans  of  survey  covering  canal  rights-of-way  and 
reservoir  sites  were  placed  in  our  records. 

190  -  Plans  covering  access  roadways  used  by  various 

Oil  Companies  in  gaining  access  to  their  drilling 
operations  were  processed. 

181  -  Survey  plans  covering  surveyed  roadways  affecting 

crown  lands  were  recorded. 

68  -  General  survey  plans  were  filed  in  this  office. 

44  -  Subdivision  and  parcel  plans  were  checked. 

3  -  Survey  plans  covering  part  of  the  Grimshaw- Great 
Slave  Lake  Railway  right-of-way  were  placed  in 
our  records. 

TITLES  ACQUIRED  IN  THE  NAME  OF  THE  CROWN 

Certificates  of  title  in  the  name  of  the  Crown  were  ac¬ 
quired  during  the  fiscal  year  as  follows: 

Twenty-three  quarter  sections  acquired  through  exchanges 
of  land. 

Twenty-two  quarter  sections  acquired  through  purchases 
by  the  Departmentof  Agriculture  for  inclusion  inGrazing 
Reserves  and  Community  Pastures. 

Portions  of  twenty-three  quarter  sections  lying  within  the 
Forest  Reserves  were  purchased  by  the  Department. 
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Two  quarter  sections  were  reclaimed  by  the  Department 
when  it  was  learned  that  the  patentee  had  obtained  patent 
to  these  lands  fraudulently. 

Two  former  school  sites  were  acquired  through  transfer 
from  a  school  division  in  each  case. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  titles  to  two  hundred  and  eighty- 
six  quarter  sections  were  received  here  for  lands  which 
had  been  brought  under  The  Land  Titles  Act  by  this  office 
to  facilitate  the  registration  of  mortgages  against  ease¬ 
ments,  pipe  line  agreements,  board  orders,  etc.  by  pipe 
line  companies  and  major  utility  companies. 

AERIAL  PHOTOGRAPHY 

The  Aerial  Photographic  Survey  Act  was  amended  by  the 
Legislature  during  the  fiscal  year.  Certain  sections  of  the  Act  were 
deleted  or  amended  to  facilitate  compliance  with  the  Act  by  Companies 
engaged  in  the  air  survey  industry. 

The  demand  for  air  photo  prints  from  the  Technical  Divi¬ 
sion  increased  again  over  the  previous  fiscal  year  with  a  total  of  105, 544 
prints  being  supplied  to  F ederal,  Provincial  and  Municipal  Governments  , 
commercial  and  industrial  users  and  the  general  public. 

The  number  of  photographic  enlargements,  while  down 
slightly  from  the  previous  fiscal  year,  indicates  a  sustained  high  usage 
of  these  enlargements.  A  total  of  1,760  enlargements  being  produced 
during  the  fiscal  year.

MAPPING 

Contour  Mapping  -  Requests  for  topographic  plans  from  the  Depart¬ 
ment's  plotting  equipment  continued  to  keep  this  equipment  operating 
at  peak  level  during  the  fiscal  year.  A  total  of  21  projects  was  com¬ 
pleted  covering  79,  100  acres.  This  is  a  considerable  drop  in  the  num¬ 
ber  of  plans  produced  and  the  area  contoured  from  the  previous  year, 
however,  this  can  be  explained  in  that  most  of  the  plans  called  for  2' 
and  5' contour  intervals  at  large  scale  ,  whereas  the  figure s  for  previous 
years  included  a  large  number  of  10'  and  25'  contour  plans  requiring 
proportionately  less  detail  and  time. 

Mosaics  -  The  use  of  the  Department's  1"  to  1  mile  mosaic  s  increased 
further  with  a  total  of  1,  120  mosaics  being  printed  for  resale. 
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Flying  Licences  Issued  -  23  government  flying  licences  were  issued 
during  the  fiscal  year. 

Special  Order  Mosaics  Constructed  -  47  individual  special  mosaics 
covering  1,530  square  miles  were  constructed  during  the  fiscal  year. 
This  is  six  times  the  number  constructed  last  year  and  the  majority 
of  the  requests  originated  with  the  Department  of  Highways  for  highway 
strip  mosaics. 

Forest  Reserve  Maps 

The  Bow  River  and  Clearwater  Fore st  Reserve  Maps  were 
completed  and  printed  in  a  contour  shaded  and  unshaded  edition,  scale 
1"  =  3  miles. 

Settlement  Map  -  A  new  edition  of  the  yellow  and  green  area  map  was 
completed  and  reproduced  in  three  colors,  scale  1"  =  24  miles. 

Soil  Survey  Maps  -  A  number  of  base  maps  were  completed  for  the 
Research  Council  of  Alberta,  Soil  Survey  Section.  The  map  scales 
were  1"  =  2  miles  and  1"  =  3  miles. 

Game  Management  Map  -  A  base  map  was  completed  at  a  scale  of  1"  = 
16  miles  and  printed  in  four  colors  showing  the  new  game  management 
units  proposedby  the  Fish  and  Wildlife  Division  to  be  effective  in  1964. 

1"  to  1  mile  planimetric  maps  -  Map  Sheets  83  N  1  to  16  were  com  - 
pleted  and  printed  in  color.  200  copies  of  each  map  were  received. 
Scribing  has  been  completed  on  map  sheets  82  H  1  to  16  with  the  letter¬ 
ing  and  type  set  overlays  to  be  completed. 

Peace  River  Booklet  -  The  red,  brown  and  green  plates  were  remade 
and  all  other  plates  completely  revised  for  a  new  edition  of  the  Peace 
River  Booklet  to  be  issued  during  1964. 

Miscellaneous  Drafting 

A  number  of  projects  were  completed  for  the  Publicity 
Officer  of  the  Department  and  a  detailed  mechanical  drafting  project 
was  completed  for  the  Forest  Protection  Branch  of  the  Alberta  Forest 
Service,  comprising  drawings  of  a  34'  motor  launch. 

Aerial  Photograph  and  Map  Sales 

During  the  fiscal  year  sales  of  a  e  r  i  a  1  photographs 
amounted  to  $40,166.36.  Map  sales  earned  $27,310.16,  an  increase 
of  $4,000.00  over  the  previous  year.

R.  J.  CLARK 


There  were  several  major  changes  within  the  department 
during  the  operating  year  1963-64.  H.  G.  Jensen,  Deputy  Minister, 
retired  after  thirteen  years  service;  E.  S.  Huestis,  Director  of 
Forestry,  was  appointed  as  his  replacement.  R.  G.  Steele,  Senior 
Superintendent,  Forest  Surveys,  was  promoted  to  become  Director  of 
Forestry. 


On  March  3  1st,  1964,  Mr.  T.  R.  Hammer,  Senior  Super¬ 
intendent,  Forest  Protection,  retired  after  serving  the  department  for 
approximately  thirty-four  years. 

Miss  Alta  Jackson,  Clerk  in  the  Lands  Division,  retired 
after  thirty-five  years  of  government  service.  Miss  Jackson  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  provincial  government  in  1930  when  the  province  took  over 
the  resources  from  the  Federal  Government. 

Other  retirements  in  the  department  included,  Mrs.  F.A. 
Paulsen,  Accounts,  Mr.  W.L.  Richardson,  Forestry,  Mr .  J.A.  Bell, 
Forestry,  and  Mr.  F.G.  Bradshaw,  Fish  and  Wildlife  Division. 

During  the  year,  138  positions  were  filled  with  assistance 
from  the  central  personnel  office.  In  addition  fifty-five  promotions 
were  made  through  departmental  competitions  .  One  hundred  and  twelve 
resignations  were  received  during  this  period. 

In  order  to  reduce  delays  in  filling  positions  the  department 
created  eligible  lists  for  Fish  and  Wildlife  officer  s  as  well  as  for  Clerks 
III  in  the  Lands  division.  As  this  procedure  has  worked  exceptionally 
well,  eligible  lists  will  be  extended  to  other  areas  in  future. 

An  overall  increase  in  personnel  was  largely  due  to  per¬ 
manent  wage  employees  being  assigned  to  classified  positions.  One 
new  position.  Fire  Weather  officer,  was  created  in  the  Forest  Protection 
branch. 


Classification  studies  were  carried  out  on  many  positions  . 
Classification  changes  occurred  in  draughting,  photogrammetry  and 
lands  plans  examiner  s .  This  group  has  been  placed  in  a  new  technical 
series.  Salaries  for  all  positions  were  reviewed.
